Figure 1 compares the oxidation rate of TPAP trapped in C3-F-10 10% propyl- 
fluorinated silicon oxide matrices and 50% methylated TPAP-Me2. 

Figure 2 compares the reactivity of TPAP unsupported and TPAP encapsulated 
in the silica matrix A-Me3. 

Figure 3 compares the reactivity of TPAP unsupported and TPAP encapsulated 
in a sol-gel ormosil A-Me2. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: For reasons 
of record, the prior art fails to teach or suggest the instant claims. The Examiner adds 
this reasons for allowance statement only to emphasize that a fluorinated organosilane 
is required in the process of claim 26 and the resulting sol-gel. While one could consid- 
er the term "up to" as embracing an amount of 0, please note that the claim specifically 
requires the copolymerization of an organosilane (which is subsequently defined as 
fluorinated organosilane).
